We  are  located  at  the  corner  of  East  Church  Road  and 
Township  Line  (Cottman  Street),  one  and  three- 
fourths  miles  east  of  Elkins  Park;  three-fourths  of  a mile 
west  of  Ryers  Station,  P.,  N.  & N.  Y.  Branch  of  the  Read- 
ing Railroad;  one  mile  west  of  the  Pox  Chase  trolley,  at 
Cottman  Street. 

Our  stock  receives  constant,  personal  attention,  being 
frequently  transplanted  to  insure  an  excellent  root-sys- 
tem, and  such  as  require  it  are  sheared  to  produce  dense, 
compact  specimens. 

We  can  supply  a large  number  of  specimen  Evergreen, 
Deciduous  and  Fruit  Trees  and  Shrubs. 

It  is  our  intention  to  sell  the  best  stock  at  the  lowest 
prices  consistent  with  the  quality  of  goods  offered,  all 
of  which  we  guarantee  to  be  in  healthy  condition  at  the 
time  of  delivery.  There  our  obligation  ceases,  as  the 
futureof  a tree  or  plant  depends  largely  on  the  future 
care  and  treatment.  If  a tree  or  plant  is  insured  by  the 
grower,  a large  percentage  of  the  buyers  will  give  no  at- 
tention whatever  to  the  stock.  This  especially  applies  to 
frequent  watering  during  periods  of  drought. 

When  stock  arrives,  it  should  be  heeled-in  in  the 
ground  and  plenty  of  water  thrown  on  the  roots.  After 
planting,  water  is  one  of  the  first  and  most  important  fac- 
tors in  the  success  of  a plant  and  must  be  used  freely, 
especially  when  the  ground  is  dry.  A little  water  on  the 
surface  is  of  no  avail,  the  ground  must  be  kept  moist  un- 
til the  plant  is  thoroughly  established,  which  means,  near- 
ly all  of  the  first  summer. 

No  tree  of  any  kind  will  thrive  if  allowed  to  swing 
about;  this  is  a point  very  often  overlooked. 

Deciduous  trees  and  shrubs,  fruit  trees,  and  especially, 
grape-vines  are  much  improved  by  pruning,  at  the  time  of 
planting.
